HEN you lift the tele- 
phone receiver, a small 
electric litfht glows on the 
switchboard in front of the 
operator. 
While the hook is up the 
light burns, press it down and 
the light goes out. 


When you “jiggle” the re­ 
ceiver hook rapidly the tiny 
electric globe barely flickers or 
does not light at all. 
But when you move the hook 
up and down - I-o-vv-l-y, the 
signal lamp glows and goes out 
at regular intervals and thus 


attracts the operator’s attention. 
Your line is only one of several 
she is handling and watchful 
as her eyes are, she cannot serve 
you properly unless you allow 
the signal lamp to function 
correctly. 
• 
The next time you wish to 
recall the operator, remember 
that she cannot see a glow from 
an unlighted lamp. Move the 
hook up and down s-l-o-w-l-y. 
Visit a central office and see 
the signal lamp and other ap­ 
paratus in operation. Arrange­ 
ments for a trip may he made 
at the business office.
